GENERAL MORGAN’S REPLY. 

General Morgan then in a few neat and 
graceful words tendered thanks to the people 
of Chattanooga for their generous welcome. 
The mecting was then formally called to order 
and the first order of business being reports, 
General Fullerton, treasurer of the society, 
submitted his report as follows: a 
a Amount collected from all sources, $5,041; 
expenditures, $1,350; balance on }hand, $1,891. 
he report was received and ordered filed. 

General Fulleton announced that at a subse- 

uent meeting he would make a motion that 
the dues received at the pres 
ent meeting be applied to the Sheridan 
statuc wae § there being sufficient on 
hand to pay the expenses of the ensuing year. 
During the reading of the treasurer’s report 
General Rosecrans entered and was greeted 
with deafening applause, while the band struck 
up ‘Hail to the Chief.” 

THE CHICAMAUGA REPORT. a 

The Chicamauga memorial report, as given by 
General Cist, was as follows: 

To the Members of the Society of the Army 
of the Cumberland: Your committee appoint- 
ed at our Chicago meeting, under a resolution 
there adopted by the committee for the purpose 
of taking steps to inangurate a movement for 
the purchase of ground on which the battle of 
Chicamauga was fought, and that a monument 
be placed there to mark the location of troops 
that fought there, and thatit may be preserved 
similar to the plan of the battlefield of Gettys- 
burg, would respectfully report as follows: 

A meeting of the committee wascalled curing the 
month of February this year, and was held at 
Washington, Four members of thecommittee were 

resent. A resolution was unanimously adopted to 

yitea numberof confederate soldiers who were 
engaged in the battle of Chicamauga, and whoaie 
now in congress, together with a numberof union 
soldie:s in Washivgton, to meet in the military 
committee room of the senate for a conference to 
devise a plan to better carry out the design of the 
committee of our soc‘ety. This conterence was 
held and was quite largely atiended. After the 
eral plan had been explained and 
an invitation extended to the gentlemen 
present who had served In the 
coniederate army, it was resolyed that Senator A. 
H. Colquitt and General Hi nry M, Cist be appointed 
a comimiti6e of two, with power to increase the com- 
mittee to six, to secure the necessary corporation 
and charter under the laws of the state of Georgia 
to form #n organization to be known as the Chica- 
mnauva Memorial Park asseciation. The following 
committee wus then organized: General A. H. 
Colquitt, Generai Henry M. Cist, E. F, Walihal, 
Absolem Baird, General Joseph E. Wheeler, 
Geue'al Henry V. Boynton, governor of Georgia, 
exoilicio and governors ex-officio of such states 
north and south as had troops engeged in the bat- 
tle of Chicamauga on the 18:h, 19th and 20th of 
September, 1563, and which may comply with the 
terms of the charter, presidentand corresponding 
secretary of the Army ofthe Cumberland ex-ofli- 
cio, president and secretary of the Historical soci- 
ety o! Virginia ex-officio, and secretary of war of 
the United States,ex- officio and their successors, be 
incorporated under the name and siyle of the 
Chicama:iga Memorial association. 

When it is incorporated it is proposed to add to 
the membership of tne association all soldiers of 
both sides who were honorably discharged, and 
who desire to become members of the association, 
charging an initiation fee not to exceed $5 for 
the same and i ssuing a certificate therefor. 
Each member is to have one vote, 
either in person or by proxy. Officers are to be 
elected to serve four years until their suc- 
cessors ure selected aud the affairs of the association 
are to be managed by a beard of directors number- 
ing twenty-eight. Under laws of the state of Geor- 
gia a charter must be granted by the courts and can 

granted only for the period of twenty years with 
the privilege of renewal as often as the same can be 
done under law. 

Your committee congratulate themselves andthe 
society on the auspicious inauguration of the move- 
ment contemplated in the resolution under which 
your committee was appointed, especially with the 
great progress made toward the consummation of 
the cherished object in view and completed as it 
will be during this meeting that a full realization 
ofthe leading features of the plan securing the 
most memorable battlefield of the world and mak- 
ing it for coming generations as ashrine where her 
heroic tighting and personal daring and bravery 
never excelled upon American so:l, may be had,

General Cist answered an inquiry as to what 
the society had further to do in the maiter, 
that there was to be a joint committee meect- 
ing on Friday when the entire matter would 
be discussed and amplified.

In accordance with the laws of the state, the 
incorporation will be formed, directors elected 
and it will then be alive and on its feet. After 
appointing committees for reports on routine 
business the meeting adjourned to tomorrow 

SCENES IN CHATTANOOGA, 

Today has been beautifui, and old soldiers in 
the city have enjoyed themselves to the ut- 
most. Wilder’s brigade, oneof the largest 
sipgle organizations in the city, numoering 
over 500, was present. The brigade was sad- 
dened today by the death of Private Henry 
Grier, of the Twenty--Third Illinois, who was 
killed on the track of the incline to Lookont 
mountain, having been caught on tlic trestle, 
while walking to sammit, by an approaching 
train. The brigade met and adopted suitablo 
resolutions for the occasion. Arriving mem- 
bers of the brigade were met at the train and 
escorted to the headquarters provided by Gen- 
eral Wilder. -A rousing mecting of 
the brigade was held this afternoon, 
at which 510 answered tothe roll call, A 
grand parade was given tonight on the streets, 
which was illuminated with electric lights and 
thousands of gas jets covered with red, white 
and blue globes. The streets presented a 
scene of animation never before witnessed in 
this city. Old confederates and federal sol- 
diers marched in line headed by the brass ban< 
of Wilder’s brigade and local bands. A maviiifi- 
cent display of fireworks greéted old soldiers 
on allstreets. After the parade the old soldiers 
were addressed at a mammoth pavilion,with a 
capacity of 3,000, by Major Henry McMichael, 
of Philadelphia, who spoke most eloquently of 
the great reunion of hearts of both the north 
and the south, and dwelling in glorious terms 
inthe changes wrought in Chattanooga and 
the historic baitiefields around, since tho 
gloomy days of 1863-5.

Nomination of a State Ticket and Adoption 
of a Platform. 

Sroux Ciry, Ia., September 18.—The demo- 
cratic state convention met here today. Horace 
Boice, of Waterloo, was nominated for gover- 
nor, and 8S. L. Bestow, of Lucas county, for 
lieutenant governor. The following resolu- 
tions were adopted:

ministration that ‘‘the dishonorable discharge of a 
soldier from the service of the United States is no 
bar to a pension.” : 

The ticket was completed by the nomina- 
tion of Judge W. H. Brandon. of Muskatine, 
for supreme judge (long and short terms) ; 
Thomas Trish, of Dubuque, for superintendent 
of public instruction, and David Morgan, of 
Poweschiek, for railroad commissioner. A 
resolution was published deploring the death 
of S. 8.

For Money to Pay for Arms Furnished to 
‘Loyal Citizens.’’ 

Ricumonp, Va., September 18.—Governor 
Lee has received an official communication 
from H. H. Hart, third auditor of the treasury 
department, Washington, informing him of 
the recent decision of accounting officers of 
treasury ‘‘respecting certain moneys advanced 
by the United States government to Francis 
S. Pierrepont, governor of Virginia in 1865.” 


tributing agent of the United States govern-— 
ment, deposited to the credit of Francis §. 
Pierrepont as governor of Virginia, and so 
recognized at the time by the United 
States and for the use of the state of 
Virginia, the following moneys: In 
the Merchants’ and Mechanics’ bank of Wheel- 
ing November 19th, 1561, $7,500; in the North- 
west bank of Virginia, Wheelipg, November 
18th, 1561, 37,500, and May Ist, 1863, $1,923; 
total, $16,923. This money was given to Mr. 
Pierrepont, it seems, under an appropriation 
for “supplying arms and munitions of war to 
loyal citizens in the revolted states.”’ It is 
presumed that the present officers of the treas- 
ury department wish the state of Virginia to 
shoulder this debt of Pierrepont’s and to pay 
back into the treasury of the United States 
money advanced to him to arm ‘loyal 
citizens,’”’ Virginia then being what was called 
a revolted state. 
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WARNER DECLINES IT, 


And Merrill Will be Offered the Pensien 
Com missionership. 

WASHINGTON, September 18.—There is no 
longer any doubt that Major Warner has de- 
clined the pension commissionership. The 
appointment of Merrill to that position will 
probably be announced within a day or two. 

There is nothing new tonight in the matter 
of appointing a successor to Pension Comnnis- 
sioner Tanner. The position has been ten- 
dered Genera! George 8. Morrill, of Boston, 
and his appointment is looked for tomorrow. 
Ele was}|Major Warner’s|choice for the place, but 
if he should for any reason decline the appoint- 
ment; an opinion prevails that Mr. War- 
ner will feel compelled to take the place him- 
seif. Secretary Noble said today that the re- 
port that Acting Commissioner Smith had 
revoked two orders promulgated by Commis- 
sioner ‘Tanner. viz: requiring testimony of but 
one reputable private to substantiate a com- 
rade’s claim, instead of two, and that pensions 
of less than $4 be re-rated without medical 
examination, that the orders had not been re. 
voked. The latter had been temporarily sus- 
pended by his (the secretary’s) order only until 
routine affairs of the peusion bureau had been 
re-established under the new head. The 
other order is undisturbed.

After this ho 
disappeared, and the supposition is that be 
was paid toabscond. A bitter feeling prevails 
over the exposure. Ata mecting held here it 
was resolved to protect the city’s good name 
by prosecnting, to the full extent of the law, 
all who are suspected of complicity in the dis - 
“graceful proceedings. Warrants were sworn 
out by <A. M.* Cannon, chairman of 
the relief committee, for the arrest of Waters, 
Deueber and Gillespie on the charge ef grand 
larceny, and they were arrested, It is under- 
stood that other warrants will be sworn out 
tomorrow. It has long been suspected thata 
conspiracy existed in council for the purpose 
of boodic, and a permanent citizens committee 
has been organized to protect the people 
against a recurrence of official misconduct of 
any character. They keenly feel the disgrace 
that has fallen upon the city, and are deter- 
mined to let no guilty persoe escape.

SHE WEPT BITTERLY 


WHILE 4 JURY WAS BEING FORMED 
TO TRY HER. 


MRS. HAMILTON BEFORE A JURY 


Nurse Donnelly and Mr. Hamilton Testify 
About the Assaultt— Hamilton as a 
Peacemaker Gets the Worst of It. 


Mays Lanpina, N. J., September 18.—The 
court room was crowded this morning with 
people anxious to hear the procoedinga in the 
case of Mrs. Robert Ray Hamilton, indicted 
for an atrocious assau!t upon her child’s nurse, 
Mary Donnelly, and*te get a glimpse of 
now famous principals in the affair. No un- 
important cases were heard and at about eleven 
o’clock the case of Mrs. Hamilton was called. 
At about the same time the outer doors were 
swung open and Mrs. Hamilton, the muéh. 
talked of prisoner, entered, leaning on the 
arin of Captain Prey, her counsel. st 

Immédiately following them. entered Mrs. 
Rupp, proprietress of Noll cottage and Mary 
Ann Donnelly, the wounded nurse. They 
were all shown seats within the rail, Mrs. 
Hamilton setting beside her counsel. Sie 
looked pale and wan and her face showed 
evidence of the strain of ber close confine~- 
ment. Mr. Robert Ray Hamilton, a few 
minutes later, entered the court room and 
took a seat beside Mrs. Rupp. He did not look 
towards his wife. The work of selecting a 
jury was quickly disposed of, a full quota 

ing selected in a comparatively short time. 
Mrs. Hamilton frequently sobbed aloud during 
the selection of the jury and gave every eyl- 
dence of hopeless despondency. 

Mrs. Hamilton cryed a good deal during the 
hearing. Her husband, Robert RaySHamilton, 
paid no attention to her, but kept a seat 
some distance from her. Mr. Hamilten testi- 
fied that there had been many quarrels be- 
tween Mrs. Hamilton and Nurse Donnelly 
and between himself and Shelton. In most 
of these quarrels he (Hamilton) was the 
greatest sufferer, because when his wife and 
nurse quarreled, he intervened to keen the 
peace and his clothing suffered from both wo- 
men, and when his wife quarreled with him 

HIS CLOTHING AGAIN SUFFERED. 

Dr. Funk was at the bottom of many of these 
quarrels. On the morning Nurse Donnelly 
was stabbed the nurse was very uggressive, and 
after being ejected from the room had rushed 
at and attacked Mrs. Hamilton. Hanilton, 
as usual, interferred, and Mrs. Hamilton used 
a knife belonging to him, which was lying on 
the bed, and struck Hamilton’s body. The 
testimony of both nurse and Hamilton corrob 
orated this, although each abused the other. 
Under cross examination the details of Mrs. 
Hamilton’s life were brought out, which agree 
with published accounts of her character. Her 
counsel’s objections to this line of questioning 
were overruled. 

Vhen asked if the child was born in Penn- 
syivania, witness refused toanswer, and ap- 
pealed to the protection of her counsel, who 
entered an objection buat was overruled, and 
the question was only withdrawn when Mrs, 
Hamilton stated to the court that the answer 
would be incriminating to her. Again did she 
look up to the court appealing when the prose- 
cution asked: ' 

ASKING ABOUT THE DABY. 

‘Are you the mether of that chila ?”’ 

This question was withdrawn under the 
same ruling, butthe ruling clearly made an*® 
impression upon the jury. Ee 

While Mrs. Hamilton was giving her testi- 
mony, the husband sat and stared ut her most 
of the time. Hamulton testified to a generally 
wretched state of affairs between himself and 
his wife, but his testimony as to the affray in 
whichthe cutting was done was distinctly 
favorable to_his wife.

ONE NEGRO KILLED 


And Five Wounded, by Negro Gamblers, at 
Jasper. 

Macon, Ga., September 18.—[Special.]—

The names 
ofthe gamblers who did the shooting are 
Thomas Rusk, Charlie Pope and Bill Oates.

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FOUR JURORS AT LAST. 

In the Cronin Case, the State Accepts tho 
Four Men Presented by the Defense.

The fact that at last four jurors had been 
selected created quite a sonsation.

terday afternoon. Byers refused to testify be- 
fore the corgner’s jury and was held without 
bail to await the conclusion of the inquest, 
which was adjourned until 9 o’clock tomorrow.

THE YOUNG MEN’S DEMOCRATIC 
CLUB TAKEN 1N 


MR. DAN HALL RALLIES OUTSIDERS 


To Hi-« Aidand Captures the Meeting Called 
by the Young Men’s Democratic Club 
—Speeches and Resolutions. 


The Young Men’s Democratic league con- 
vened at the court house last night, and the 
basement was full. 

But the membership was light. 

# Early in the evening it became apparent 
that the room would be crowded, because ef- 
forts were being made to pack the meeting. 

About 7 o’clock w long line of men, march- 
ing two by two, and headed by Mr. Dan fall, 
zeached the building. Then others began to 
come in and by eight there was a big crowd 
present. 

The Meeting Called to Order. 

Mr. W. P. Hill, president of the league, 
took the stand as the courthouse clock was 
striking eight, and called the house to order. 

Secretary Mitchell was absent, and Mr. Tap 
Holt was elected to fill the vacancy. 

"It is, I think, due me,’’ said Mr. Hill, “to 
state why this meeting was called. Several! 
gentlemen, including five members of the 
club, requested the call, its object being the 
condemnation of the recent whipping at East 
Point. What I did was with reference 
to the real interest and good of this county. 
When God created this universe He put 
this country of ours—these United States— 
here intending that it should be peopled with 
the wisest and best; and when our forefathers 
broke away from the tyranny of tbe old coun- 
try, they established the best government in 
the universe. Now I realize that we are all 
anxious to obey the constitution of the United 
States and the laws of Georgia. This is neces- 
sary to bring prosperity. Thetime is fast 
coming when the popuiation of this section 
will be trebled—quadrupled—and then we 
will see the necessity of obeying the 
laws, and submitting our own grievances 
no matter how great to the tribunals of the 
state. Mob law and violence, caused by men 
taking the lawinto their own hands,is one 
cause of this meeting, It isto prevent a rep- 
etition of that mob law and the spilling of 
blood, and create a sentiment opposed to such 
deeds that we are here.”’ 

Mr. Hill’s speech was received with ap- 
plause andas he sat down Mr. Frank Arnold 
secured theqoor. 

MR. ARNOLD SUBMITS A RESOLUTION. 

‘‘T am opposed,’’ said he, ‘to oppression of 
any sort, and especially do I object to the use 
of this, the Young Men’s Democratic league, 
in oppressing some of our best citizens. It is 
simply, if we act with that idea, using the 
league to override some of its members and to 
create an impression against them, which may 
do them great hurt. I am here to present the 
following resolutions : 

Recolved, That it is the sense of the Young Men’s 
Democratic league that the course of THe ATLANTA 
CONSTITUTION in publishing the infiammatory ac- 
count of the East Point whipping, cxiculated to do 
injustice to members of this league and unduly in« 
finence the administration of public justice, is 
hereby condemn: @. 

Re olved second, That the failure of said ConstTI- 
TUTION to publish the facts in relation to. the whip- 
ping of a sick white mau anda white lady by two 
stalwart negro men is unfair to this section, and is 
hereby condemned. 

Resolved third, That impartial justice demands 
that the facts in relation to the whipping of said 
white man and his wifeand the wrecking of the 
Central railroad train at East Point, the attack of 
au insolent negro on the chief of police of this city 
and the incendiary card of one W. A. Piedger and 
the shooting of the white man at Rutledge be 
thoroughly investigated and the offenders brought 
to speedy justice, and that Henry W. Grady of THe 
ATLANTA GONSTITUTION is requested to publish the 
“facts.” 

MR. CORRIGAN PRESENTS A PAPER. 

Mr. Thomas C, Corrigan was upon his feet 
almost before Mr. Arnold could sit down. 

‘‘T have lere,’’ he said, ‘‘a paper which I 
desire to read. Itis a résolution, and I offer 
it as a substitute for the one just read.”’ 

The paper was: 

Whereas, it appearing that the grand jury of this 
county is now engaged in investigating the truth of 
the recently reported outrage at East Point, and as 
to the guilt of certain persons charged with partici- 
pating therein; therefore it is 

Resolyed, That it would be unwise, possibly un-~ 
just, to the persons alluded to for this league to take 
action on the matter, and that a further considera- 
tion thereof be dezerred until a future meeting. 

‘‘Now,’’ continued Mr. Corrigan, still re- 
maining upon his feet, “I don’t think Mr. Ar- 
nold’s resolution meets the object of this meet- 
ing. It would be exceedingly unwise for us to 
precipitate any such trouble as that paper 
would in all probability produce. There are 
other things unwise of receut date as well as 
the Pledger letter, to which Mr. Arnold makes 
no reference. I refer to the speech yesterday 
in the senate. Mr. Arnold’s resolution, as I 
have said, does not meet the call for the meet- 
ing; that call was for the purpose of consider- 
ing the East Point whipping only.” 

MR. FULTON COLVILLE TALKS 

Mr. Fulton, Colville, ex-president of the 
league, was recognized by the president and 
said: 

‘‘There is nofgocd in the resolution present 
ed by Mr. Arnoid. The object for which this 
meeting was called has been expressed in the 
call. It was notto condemn THe ATLANTA 
CONSTITUTION, but to give expression to our 
views on the East Point affair, about which so 
much has been said and upon which our grand 
jury is now working. The Young 
Men’s Democratic league has nothing to do 
with what Tae CoNSTITUTION prints or does 
not yrint. Itis nothing to usasa body when 
Tue CONSTITUTION sends onv of its men to 
Alabama to report a duel or to East Point to 
write up anegro whipping. Those are both 
matters of news, and the legitimate property 
ofan enterprising publication. That paper 
will have the news in spite of any- 
thing we may do, and will print it, too, 
notwithstanding anything we may say about 
it. Then what good can our condemnation of 
what Tue CONSTITUTION prints do? We 
have no evidence who did that whipping at 
East Point. Neither have we any ovidence 
that ary one was whipped. True, it is said 
that fourteen negroes were whipped there, but, 
as I have said, there is no evidence as by 
whom it was done.”’ 

Mr. Colvitle then drew a graphic picture of 
the whipping. 

“Now,” he continued, ‘‘this club has been 
calied together to condemn that whipping, and 
I for one assume that cvery gentleman pres- 
ent condemns the whipping, assuming, of 
course, that the whipping occurred, and if it 
did occur, it was cowardly and unmanly. If 
it was done we should condem»p and our laws 
should be vindicated by the arrest and punish- 
ment of the offenders. The negro who was 
hung the night before by the mob was rightly 
hung, and we all indorse it. Every one here 
indorses it. And when the negroes rise in 
a mob against the whites, or rather 
wheu the uprising appeared imminent and we 
were called upon for aid we sent it rightly.’’ 
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ville, looking straight at Mr. Hall, — 
“to say that the whipping was Wrong : 
and that it was the work either of cowardly | 
persons or the act of rash impetuous good —_— 
or men whose senses had been leet’ 
by an. excessive use of liquor.» 
Had he been sober, his reason and good judg- 
ment would have opposed any such cruely 

heartless work. I think Mr. Corrigan’s reso- 

lution the proper thing, and am for it, and I 
believe every man in this house is for it. It 
does not express a prejudice against _ one. 
This league is composed of brave, brainy, 
manly young men, and we will not, cannot, 
oppress any member or any iman. No 
rave man could do that. it 
has been intimated by one gentleman 
who has been heard that the real object of this 
meeting was that course, but that is untrue, 
because the call states explicitly that the 
meeting is for the purpose of condemning the 
East Point whipping only, and if the stories 
printed about it are true, we should condemn 
it, and condemn it in no uncertain 
terms. But since the grand jury is 
working so industriously upon the case, 
we can bow and say to them, take it, 
work it carefully and uproot it. For one, I 
don’t believe any member of this body is in 
any way involved init, as I have heard they 
are. However, they deny it and their denial 
stands in this league, or should stand. At 
least it stands and stands good with me. I6 
should stand good, too, until they are found 
guilty. If members of the league are guilty of 
such outrages, I say prove it if youcan. It is 
upon you who make the charge to prove it 
and until you do, we, his fellow members, will 
deny it. Let us say to the grand jury: 

‘**Gontlemen, you have these charges be- 
fore vou; now take them and sift them and 
sift them thoroughly. Ifyou findany of our 
members gullty, let them go beforea jury of 
their countrymen and stand trial for the charges 
you prefer against theim.’’’ 

MR. J. A GRAY TALKS. 

Mr. James A. Gray arose as Mr. Colville sat 
down, and said: 

‘“‘T can’t say that [agree to either Mr. Are 
nold’s resolution or Mr. Corrigan’s substitute, 
because this meeting of the Young Men's 
Democratic clab has been brought about by 
the call of the president issued in the usual 
way and with its object mentioned in the call. 
It was shownby the call that the moeting 
had a specific object, and nothing else except 
the object in that call can be considered. 
Mr. Arnold’s resolution, therefore, is not 
germain. becanse we are not here to condemn 
the press, and I submit they can’t be consid- 
ered.”’ 

MR. C.K. MADDOX UP. 

“T would ask,” said Mr. Maddox, securing 
the chair’s attention, ‘that the cali for this 
meeting be read so that we can tell what is 
germain and what is not. [I would also like 
to know from you, Mr. President, who re- 
quested you to call the meeting.”’

‘Tam opposed to the idea expressed in, that 
call,’ said young Mr. Rabe Arnold. ‘‘Weare 
here to exp an opinion, and this league was 
formed so thatevery man might express an 
opinion. This league can’t try these people 
who whipped those negroes, so what’s the use 
of it? Still, as we are here, we can talk about 
it. Mr. Colville saf¥sit was a great outrage. 
Now, I take it if apy negroes’ were 
whipped there, they were justly and rightly 
whipped. I always make it a point 
to stand by my own race, and I am here to 
stand by the whites and not by the blacks, and 
I don’t care anything about what the north 
may say or think ordo. The good peorle up 
there—the backbone of that northern coun- 
trv-—is with us, and you can rely on that. Just 
look at that Illinois riot a few days ago.”’

disastrous fire occurred in Macon tonight, in- 

yelvibg property to the amount of $100,000, 
with an estimated loss of about $75,000, nearly 
covered by iusurance. The alarm was 
given shortly before 8 o’clock by the 
discovery of fire on the third floor 
of the three-story brick building occupied by 
the retail and whelesale furniture eporium of 

Payne & Willingham, on Cherry street, near 

Second. 

Itisnot known how the fire originated. 
There are conflicting reports as to the locality 
where the fire originated. Some claim a faint 
light was first seen on the third 
floorin the glue department. Others say it 
Started on the first floor, near the front door, 
from the glue department. Payne & Willing- 


‘ham say there was no glue pot at the place 


designated, and no fire had been on the third 
fioor all day. The origin of the fire is a 
PERFECT MYSTERY. 

Payne & Willingham were both at home 
when the fire broke out. The firemen re- 
sponded promptly, butthere was some delay 
in getting the ladders to work, and the hose 
broke from pressure at a critical moment by a 
stream being shut off by the cock near the 
nozzle while the engine was = under 
full headway. Payne & Willingham 
had a stock of furniture, carpets, ete., esti- 
mated at $35,000, insurance $28,000. They es- 
timate their net Joss at not less than $10,000. 

The three story building belonged to 
Mra. Helen Q. Newsome, worth 
$12,000, partially insured. Payne & Willing- 
ham’'s stock isa total loss. Mrs. Netwsome’s 
building was destroyed. Adjoining this was a 
two-story store, from which Price & Maas had 
moved only afew days previous. The build- 
ing belonged tothe Odd Fellows. It caught 
fire, but was extinguished without munch 
serious damage. It was badly gut- 
ted with water. On the second 
tloor of this store,JPayne & Willingham had 
aseyen thousand dollars stock of carpets, 
which was severely damaged by water. Ad- 
joining was the two story brick building, owned 
by 2. H. Plant and J. L. Hardeman, worth 
$20,000, insured for $18,000. It was occupied 
by the wagon and carriage emporium of &. S. 
Parmelee. He carried an estimated stock of 
$25,000, fully covered by insurance. He saved 
some of the stock on the first floor. All the 
goods on the second floor were destroyed.

A RBarkecper Fined for Selling to a Miror— 
q Other Matters. 

Macon, Ga., September 18.—[Special.]|— Mr. 
Joe W olff,the well known saloonist, whose place 
of business is opposite the East Tennessee rail- 
road depot, was found guilty today in the city 
court of seliing liquor to minors. There was 
no doubt as to the evidence. It was clear and 
straight. It was also shown that Mr. Wolff had 
been charged three times in the supe- 
rior court with the same 
offense. One case was nol. prosed but he plead 
guilty in the other two cases and was sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of twenty-five dollars in 


each case. 

The case tried today arose over the repeated 
sale of whisky by Wolff to a young man 
eighteen and a half years old. 

Just prior to passing sentence Mr. Bob 
Hodges, attorney for Mr. Wolff. 
appealed to the leniency of Judge Harrls, and 
stated that Mr. Wolff was in a financial 
straight and utterly unable to pay a large fine. 
Judge Harris, in rendering his decision, said, 
in substance, that he was opposed in principle 
to prohibition, but he was determined to rigid- 
ly enforce the law against the sale of whisky 
to minors and would alwaya impose a heavy 
penalty. He required Wolff to pay a ftine 
of five hundred dollars or serve twelye months 
on the chaingang. Mr. Hodges filed a motion 
for anew trial for his client. Judge Harris 
exacted fa thousand dollars: bond of Woiff, 
pending the hearing of the motion. Mr. Wolff 
readily gave the bond.

' The Cniversity of Georgia opened this morn- 


ing, with the sound of familiar voices, and a 
grand opening it was. For several days every 
incoming train has brought into the city num 
bers of students, and when they assembled for 
prayers this morning, 

ONE HUNDRED AND FORTY-FIVE 
were counted present. A full faculty was in 
attendance. The entrance examinations have 
been full and complete, and over sixty new 
students have stood them. They are still 
standing them. The professors pronounce the 
entrance examination exceptionally fine, and 
say that the university has as fine a lot of 
students as were ever in attendance here. 

THE LAW CLASS 

is well attended and will be a very ‘large one. 
The improvements on the new college during 
the year are very great. It has been fitted up 
nicely for recitation rooms, and is one of the 
best buildings on the campus. 

As tothe number in attendance upon the 
institution, it may be said, with certainty, that 
one hundred and seventy students are in town 
now, and that is over 

SIXTY MORE THAN WERE HERE 
at the same time last year, and the boys have 
not all arrived yet. Inside of two weeks it is 
confidently expected that at least two hundred 
will be here. Thisis the largest opening in 
many years. Thecourse of study has been 
materially added to for the better. The master 
of arts course isnow a past graduate course. 
Atlanta, as usual, sends a large delegation to 
the university.

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THE RAILROAD QUARREL 


Which the City Council of Americus Has 
Invoked. 

Americus, Ga., pete 18.— [Special.]— 
The differences that have existed for a month 
or more between the manicipal authorities of 
Americus and the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery Railroad company, reached a 
climax today, in the issuance by President 
Hawkins of an eight-page circular, giving a 
complete review of the case.

Jntense feeling 
is manifested on all sides over the matter and 
the end will be watched with interest. <A 
large majority of the business men of the city 
are with the road in the conflict and think 
that the road ougbt to have ample room to fa- 
cilitate the handling of its increasing business.

THE INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 


MR. ATKINSON’S BILL 18 DISCUSSED 
IN THE HOUSE, 


The Author Urges Its Passage and is Sup- 
ported by Other Gentlemen—Some Who 
Oppose lt—No Vote Reached. 


The bill by Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, to ap- 
propriate seventy-five thousand dollars to establish 
an industrial college asa branch of the state uni- 
versity for the education of white girls was the spe- 
cial order in the house yesterday. 

The discussion of the bill occupied the morning 
and afternoon session. 

No vote was reached on the bill, but Mr. Atkin- 
son, its author, will endeavor this morning to get 
the house to go into the committee of the whole for 
the purpose of voting on the bill, if he can get the 


special orders displaced temporarily for that pur- 


The debate yesterday was quite interesting. . The 
galleries were weil filled with ladies who applauded 
the speeches in favorof the bill. Messrs. Atkinson 
of Coweta, Hardeman of Bibb, Clay of Cobb, Dug- 
gan of Hancock, Johnson of Floyd, Felton of Bar« 
tow, Herrington of Emanuel and Calvin ot Rich- 
mond, spoke in favor of the bill.

Mr. Gunter, of Henry, presented a like memorial 

from the women of McDonough in Henry county. 

MR. HARDEMAN, OF BIBB, 

avored the bill. He knew of no bill that had come 
before this house that should cyummand a more 
undivided support from the members, The 
features of the bill were good. It proposed a school 
where women could be prepared in mauy useful 
avocations, such as type-writing, stenography and 
telegraphy. It also proposed a normal depart- 
ment in connection therewith, where teachers 
could be prepared for our scheols. He said in the 
United States there were 214,044 white female teach~ 
ers. In eighty-two counties of Geo:gia there were 
1,221 female teachers, and if the proportion was kept 
up in the other fiifty-five counties, there would be 
%57 more white female teachers. From statistics 
which hehad there were 459 female teacbers in 
private white schools in eighty-two counties of this 
state. and 189 teachers in colleges and high schools, 
making a total 2,8°6 white female teachers in Geor- 
ria. 

Mr. Hardeman said the state bad given to white 
education for boys above common schools $1,013,702, 
of this amount $21,000 bad been given to Dahlonega, 
Milledgeville, Thomasville and Cuthbert. 

fie thought the bill oughtto pass. It would be 
the means of better preparing the women of Georgia 
for.the cares of life and would enabie them, when 
thrown on their own respensibilities, to earn a live- 
lihood, 

MR. ATKINSON, OF COWETA, 

said he wasin no condition to present the bill as it 
merited. Nothing but his deep interest in the 
bill would induce him to argue for the bill. He 
hoped that the house would realize the great need 
for this instituiion. It was not the ontcome of any 
individual opinion. It would be the best money 
ever inyested in any enterprise in the 
history of Georgia. Every daily paper 
and every weekly paper had 
heartily indorsed it; the Farmers’ Alliance organ 
had indorsed it. What did there indorsements mean? 
They were the highest proof that there wasa need 
for such an institution. Georgia was not doing her 
duty by her women.Thetime had arrived when there 
must be a change in oursystem of education. The 
old system before the war does not answer now. 
There are changed conditions, changed ideas, 
which show us that we must make a change in our 
system of cducation. 

Regret itas you may a new type of civilization 
surrounds us—a new people has sprung up. 

In every town and country there were women 
who wished to work and-who wished an industrial 
education. 

What will we as Georgians do? 

Will we allow hundreds of women of Georgia, 
praying for work todo nothing? Women who are 
consumers, who are doing nothing, but who are 
wishing to work to buildup and replenish this 
grand old commonweaith of ours, 

Women from other states are coming in aud doing 
this very work our own girls can do. Iu the older 
civilizations there were 200 ways in which woren 
could work and makea living, but in Georgia you 
can count the ways she can make a living on your 
fingers. This school was to be governed by no iron 
Clad rule—as the school advanced new fields or 
departments would be introduced, 

“Let me enumerate,” continued Mr. Atkiygson, 
“some of the things to be tuught In this echool 
Telegranhy for one—there are hundreds of men 
doing this work toGay that the women would te 
elad todo, Let the state say I will give yon a place 
and fityou forthis work. They can teach type- 
writing and stenography. There are hundreds of 
women in Georgia today who are deing this work, 
and the demen‘’ grows larger; but mark yon, you 
do not find thai the eirls doing this work are na- 
tives. Thos are from other sta‘es, aud are taking 
the work curown girlscands. Photography would 
be tanght—there is no renson why our pho'oz a- 
phers should tot be women. ‘Then there would be 
taucht bookkeeping and d>mestic economy. D»o- 
mestic economy would inelude housekeeping, cook- 
ing and svientiic chemistry, so far as it reluted to 
cooking. 

Oniy afew days ago he had read where the peo- 
ple of southwest Georgia bad to send north to get 
an experienced canner to come down and show 
them how tocantheirimmense frult crop. There 
would be no reason forthistfwe had this school. 
Then there was the business of cutting and making 
dresses, and tailoring which would be taught. 

Bil Arp went to Mississippi some time ago and 
wrote an account of the industrial sehiool at Colum- 
bus, in THe CONSTITUTION, that attracted attention 
all aver Georgia and South Caroiina. Morethan a 
hundred girls in this state and South Carolina made 
application to enter that school as soon as they rcai 
of it. If there was anything Georgia stood in need 
of it was teachers to guide and instruct the youth 
of the country. Allover the north these schools 
are scattered in eyery city. The idea was growing 
deeper aud deeper and deeper. We are asked will 
it be a success iu the south. 

Look at Mississippi, take her Industrial school. 
What isthe result of this school? They have more 
students that want to enter than they can accomo- 
date. Mississippiis worth only about one-third of 
Georzia in taxable property and yet she pays £22,- 
100 perannum to this school, and she finds it 
a biessing to. the state. But there everv 
woman gets her board at exactly what 
iteosts. They keepan exact. account of whatit 
cosisaud charge nomore. It generally amounts 
to eight to nine doliars per month, with lights and 
washing thrownip. The woman is supposed to be 
praciical and she mustciean up her own room, 
sweep the halls and wait on the table and do kitch- 
en work by turn. Any girl of enterprisa can go 
there and getthrough,and by doing work which 
she gets pay around the college, she can frequently 
get board from four to five dollars per month. Of 
the gills there last summer seventy-five per cent 
went home to make money toreturn on. One lady 
graduated thcre a year ago makes $75 per month as 
a deossmaker. and every graduate makes $50 and 
upward per month. Ie was not asking the state to

Mr. Suelson—Was she educated with free tuition: 

Mr. Clay replied that he didn’t know, but he 
wanted Georgia to establish a school that would be 
free. He knew of no better way to build up the 
common schools than to lave good teachers, and 
this school would turn them out. The state needed 
well-trained teache.s for her common schools. There 
were employed in the public schools about 100 
teachers who were women, and only six or seven 
men. 

Members talked of this being a big appropriation. 
One fourth of a mill taxation would give the state 
$90,000. It will be only fifty vents for a man worth 

2,000, and he thought even the gentleman from 
Meriwether would do this much to help the girls of 
the state. ‘

The Afternoon Session. 


The house reconvened at three o’clock and 
went into the committee of the whole toresume con- 
sideration of the GiLbs industrial school bill. 

MR. HUMPHRIES, OF BROOKS. ; 

Mr. Hampbries, of Brooks, resumed his speech. 
He insisted that the record made by the university 
showed that it done little or nothing towards edu- 
cating the masses. 

We have frequently heard of the great work of 
the universify and the branch coileges and inva- 
riably it ends with passing around tho hat and 
asking for money for Athens. He favored building 
up the common schools and educating the masses. 

The first thing he found in this bill was the prop- 
osition to give $75,000 to establish this schoo!, In 
1785 the University of Georgia was established with 
forty thousand acres of land donated by the state 
and yet today Athens has cost one million dollars, 
Mark you, this bill proposesto start the school 
with $75,000, if it isin keeping with the university, 
what will ittake to keepup this school in a few 
years? It cost Georgia $35,000 last year to teach 147 
students at Athens. There were over 147 students 
then, including law students, but they pay tuition. 
It cost the pecple of Georgsa ¢20U0 per student to Tun 
the universi'y. : 

The time hascome, and the people demand it, 
that we withhold our aid from these colleges. He 
trusted that the people of Guorgia, at the next clec- 
tion, would make all the candidates commit tbhem- 
selves to vote against any more ald to colleges, 

It was unjust to keep up these colleges fur those 
who were able to getan education. It was unjust 
to tax the poor people to keep up these institutions. 
it was taxing many for the beuetit of the few. 

Mr. Howellof Fulton: “You say it cost the peo- 
plo of Georgia $35,000 last year to keep up the uni- 
versity. How do you make that ?” 

Mr. Humphries replied that he bad a tabulated 
statemeut which showed it cost $35,000 to run the 
university last year. 

Mr. Howell: “But how do you make that money 
come out of the Jpzopies. Asa matter of fact only 
*5.04) came from tbe state and that went to the xe 
pairing of the dormitories,”’ 

Mr. Humphries replied that he didn’t say that it 
cost the peopie that. He read a statement of what 
the university received, showing what came from 
the endowment funds, Mr. Humphries closed by 
appeali:g tothe house to stand tothe common 
echools and vote down all appropriations to higher 
education. 

DR. FELTON SPEAKS. 

Dr. Felton, of Bartow, said he was surprised at the 
geutieman from Brooks, stating that he did not 
want to hear any minister preach who gradunaied at 
the University of Georgia. 

When that grand old school was impeached ho 
said there was a record, a grand and noble one, f 
over a hundred years, It was enough to bring the 
blush of shame to the gentieman from Brooks. He 
does not want to hear any ulliversiry graduate 
preach! Look at the list of grand men she has seut 
out. 

Beniamin M. Palmer, a grand minister, who for 

ears nad illustrate] the Presbyteri:n doctrines, 
Axhamedof him. Would he iisten to him? 

Bishop George F. Pierce. Is he ashamed to Hsten 
to him? Is he ashamed to listen to Dr. Nunnally, 
the distinguished president of Mercer university, 
moving all over the state like the shining sun? He 
could go back to 1804, when the first class went 
from the university, and there was scarcely a class 
that had not sent outa minister. Look at Pierce, 
Shaler, Hillyer and Scott, the latter b:shop of the 
Kviscopaichureh, Notonly all over Georgia, but 
nilover the country, even to California, has this 
grand oli institution sent out ministers, Ba; tis s, 
Methodists, Psesbyierians, all reflecting credit 
on theiralma mater, and yet in this modern day— 
this nineteenth century—this day of enlightenment 
—thisnew light from away down in Brooks county, 
is ashamed to listen to a university graduate preach. 
fApplause.] He says this school bas never shed a 
ray of light in Georgia. _Does he go to the bar? 
What a long list we could reeall of celebrated men. 
Does he go to the pulpit? Look into the 
halls of congress, into the executive chair, in covery 
station of life, in manufacturing and every other 
department that old university has done much to 
buiid up Georgia. And yet the county of Brooks 
Naughter|—do you know where it is? L wish I had 
a map here and could find out where it is for yuu [ap- 

ause} and yet this new light from Brooks wouldn’t 
i@ara university graduate preach. And yet he 
does not believe the university has shed any ray of 
light on Georgia. 

Do you go tothe war? Thereis Tom Cobb. It 
looks like this very name would make the gentle- 
man from Brooks hang his headin shame. He 
poured out his blood on the batilefeld at Freder- 
icksturg. There is John B. Gordon who lead his 
ermy over many batticfields. He now fills your 
executive chair. ‘The gentleman from Brooks 
scemei to be solicitous about common schuols, 
which will educate the white and negro virls in the 
same plane. This bills means the education of 
white gir's in preference to negro girls,

Mr. Herrington, of Emanuel, ssid listening to the 
noble spirit from Birtow had become inspired. He 
wanted tosee woman raised, and favored the bill. 

Mr. Calvin, of R chmond, favored the bill. He 
give several illustrations where women desirous of 
securing a practical education had to go north for 
that purpose and returned to -Georgia to receive 
zood situations. Be hoped tke bill would pass. It 
would do incalculable good to the women of 
Georgia. 

On motion of Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, the com- 
miitee arose and asked to set again. 

Afternoon Sessions. 


Mr. Rankin, of Gordon, offered a resolution 
yesierday tliat hereafter the house hold two 
sessions a day, from nine to onein the fore- 
noon and three to five in the aiternoon, Mr. Ran- 
kin said he had been as much averse to two sessions 
a day as anyone,but the house haa enough before it 
to keepit bnsy trom now until November, if two 
sessions were held. 

He hoped the resolution would he adopted. 

Mr. Lamar, of Richmond, was in favor holding 
three afternoon sessions a week. He said there 
were 1019 new bills’ introduced into the house, 
400 bills had been passed, 183 biils were on the 
clerk’s table witha favorable report, seventy-five 
per cent of which were general bills, and there 
were 250 bills yetin the comunittees. 

There were 400 bills to be disposed of, to say 
nothing af the senate bills to be acted on. 

Speaker Clay said hesincerely hoped the resolu- 
tion would be adopted. If the house went on as it 
was it would be Christmas before the lezisiature 
adjourned. He had been in the house for six years 
and every session at this time it had been the cus- 
tum to commence having afternoon sessions. 

The resolution was adopted.

Cotton Mills in the South. 

Ten years ago Mr. Edward Atkinson, 
who is a man of ideas, said in a speech at 
the cotton exposition, that while the south 
had a marvelous future before it, it could 
never hope to compete with New England 
in the manufacture of cotton, especially 
the finer grades. 

In Mr. Atkinson’s view there was somc- 
thing the matter with the climate, and some- 
thing the matter with the labor. In short, 
New England had the call and the grip, so 
far asthe manufacture of the finer grades 
of goods was concerned. A great many 
New Englanders and some southern men 
agreed with Mr. Atkinson, but THe Con-- 
SiITUTION undertook to show the gentle- 
man that the climate here is more favorable 
in all respects for manufacturing cotton 
than that of New England, that the expert 
labor would be on hand when there was a 
demand for it, and that proximity to the 
cotton fields was an element of profit. 

Meanwhile, the revolution that Tur Con- 
STITUTION predicted has been steadily 
goingon. Since Mr. Atkinson spoke the 
cotton mills in the south have increased 
from 161 to 355, and there are today more 
than two million spindles whirling in the 
south. They are spinning the coarser 
grades of goods, itis true, but the move- 
ment is taking a larger shape. New Eng- 
land experts, who have studied the situation, 
go even fartherthan Ture CoNsTITUTION 
did in 1881. 

Mr. C, P. Makepeace, of Rhode Island, 
who is an expert cotton manufacturer, says 
that it is a mistake to say that the southern 
mills can produce nothing but coarse fabrics. 
Some of them are already spinning the finer 
yarns ata profit, and he thinks that the 
south will find the finer class of goods the 
most profitabie to manufacture. 

Mr. Makepeace says also that the prices 
paid per square foot of floor space for four 
New England mills, situated in Massachu 
setis, Connecticut and Rhode Island were 
76, 80, 81 and 84 respectively; while the 
prices for seven southern mills, situated in 
the Carolinas, Georgia and Louisiana, were 
52, 56, 47, 50, 58, 51 and 56 respectively. 
These mills, it is assumed, were selected at. 
random for the purpose of such’ a compari- 
son, and afford a fair indication of the rela- 
tive cost of mill property in the two sections.

FAVORS A NEW PARTY. 


Chamberlain Agrees With Lord 


Hartington. 

Loxpon, September 18.—Speaking at a polit- 
ical meeting at Huddersfield last evening, 
Joseph Chamberlain predicted that the alliance 
between liberal unionists and conservatives 
would continue until the agtiation in favor of 
the separation of England and Ireland was 
killed. Hethought at the time the alliance 
was formed that it meant his sacrificing for a 
long time many cherished political objects, 
but he had found that he had not been called 
upon to make any sacrifices. ‘“he government 
was carrying much liberal legislation through 
parliament. Unionist leaders had learned 
to work together and to trust each other. He 
agreed with the suggestion of Lord Hartington 
that a new national party ought to be formed, 
pledged to effect internal reforms in Great 
Britain and Ireland, and whose policy should 
be the maintenance of unity and the strength- 
ening of the empire. Gladstonians, he said 
are breaking up. Their center of gravity i 
now in their tail. Their head has lost all its 
energy. Sections of the Gladstonian party are 
adopting political heresies and favor resistance 
to law and socialism. If a new party was 
formed its programme would be as far re- 
moved from the new doctrines of the ultra 
radicals as from the fossil toryism of the past. 
He was confident that many Gladstonians 
would be glad to adhere to such a new party, 
which would constitute a strong parliamentary 
power.

ANOTHER BITCH. 


The Dockmen Make a Demand Which is 
Rejected. 

Lonpon, September 18.—Three thousand 
men assembled outside of. Victoria dock this 
forencon and demanded the dismissal of the 
men taken on during the strike before they re- 
turned to work. The directors of the company 
refused to grant the demand. The men at 
work are guarded by policemen. 

The directors of the dock companies have sent 
a protest to Cardinal Manning and the lord 
mayor pointing to cases of violence on the 
part of the strikers since the agreement for a 
settlement of the strike was arrived at, and 
stating that a number of men are refusing to 
submit to the terms of the agreement. They 
ask the cardinal and iord mayor to use their 
influence in the interest of peace. A confer- 
ence was held today between Cardinal Man- 
ning, the lord mayor and directors of the dock 
companies relative to the attitude of the strik- 
ers, Cardinal Manning promised that he 
would exhort the strikers to observe their 
agreement not to molest the ‘‘blacklegs.’* The 
lord mayor said he would issue a proclamation 
agalust riotous demonstrations by the strikers. 


FLOODS IN JAPAN, 


Twenty Thousand Lives Lost--A Huge Land- 
slide. 

San Francisco, Cal., September 18.-- 
Japanese papers received by the steamship 
Gaelic today places the total number of per 
sons drowned inthe floodsin August in the 
city of Wakaiaimi and in the districts of 
Minami-Muro, Higashi-Muro, Nishi-Muro 
and Hidaki at 10,000, and the number of per- 
sons receiving relief at 20,046. The river 
Kinokun swelled from 13 to 18 teet abovo its 
normal leve], and embankments at the village 
of Iwahashi were washedaway. Immediately 
the village and about fortv-cight other hamlets 
were covered by the raging waters. On the 
morning of August 19th an enormous mass of 
earth fell from a mountain near the village of 
Tennokowai, stopping the course of the river 
of the same name, which, being already swol- 
len greatly, submerged the village and 
drowned nearly all the inhabitants. A number 
of villagers took refuge in their tents when the 
river began rising, but when the landslide oc- 
curred about fifty persons were buried alive.

Gunn & Co, of Boston, are 
the publishers of the text books, etc,, 
used in this course, and in response to an invitation 
from the board Professor C. R. Bill, musical repre- 
sentative of the publishers, was sent to Atlanta to 
inaugurate the system. 

Protesser Bill is here at the expense of his house, 
aud will remain abouta month, until the system ls 
thoroughly under way. He arrived last Sunday, 
and aitera conierence with Major Slaton on Mon- 
day, speut Tuesday in taking a look at the schools, 
‘giving the teachers a few preliminary instructions, 

Yesterday was the first reguiar lesson. Others 
will be given two or three times a week, until Pro- 
fessor Bill gets things into thorough working order. 

It is the plan of the board to elect a superintend- 
ent of music, who will have all the echools under 
his charge. The teachers of the different graces 
will teach the music justthe same as any other 
study, and the system is such that it is immaterial 
whetherhe orsheisa musician, The lessons are 
graded, the teachers of the first three grades in- 
structifig in the elementary sounds, and the others, 
of course, using the more advanced lessons, 

It is probable that the superintendent of music 
will be elected by the board before Professor Bill 
leaves, so that in case he igs not already conversant 
with the Mason system he may take hold where 
Professor Bill leaves off. 

“TI jave inaugurated this system ina great many 
cities of the north and east,’’ said Professor Bill 
yesterday, “and it has proven very successiul 
wherever introduced. Iam highly pleased at the 
suecess of my first lesson, and the enthusiasm with 
which the teachers take hold of the thing is sure to 
make it popular. Atlanta has good reason 
to be proud of her school = systern, 
forI don’t believe there isacity anywhere of the 
same size that is better equipped for the education 
of its people. I have traveled about among the 
aciiiele allover the country, and was very agree- 


ably surprised indeed at the perfectness and thor- 
ouchness of the system bere.

She re- 
plied: “Jacky Clarke, sir.”” “Jacky Clarke, I bap- 
lize you,’’ etc; “here, woman, take your baby.’”’ It 
was evident, Mr. Chairman, that minister was a 
Tronp man, So it is with our distinguished gradu- 
ates from these several coileges. When you name 
universities in appropriations, they say: ‘‘George 
M. Troup, the Lord be praised;’ but when you 
talk about appropriations for the common schools, 
they say: “Jacky Clark—here, woman, take your 
baby,” and-it is soon over with. From the exigencies 
of the times, the civil war, and that more potent 
agency, poverty, I was deprived of a collegiate edu- 
cation; but no man in this state reveres and honors 
those who possess these high attainments of learn- 
ing, and who have achieved honor and fame, more 
than myself. The gentieman from DeKalb says 
‘that the few—thke educated, must always lead and 
govern the many; and this, he says,is his idea of 
democracy. I must confess that while I have 
always been a democrat, if this is democracy I do 
not know what democracy is. I believe that the 
masses of the people ought to be educated, I be- 
lieve that the masses of the people ought td con- 
trol, and I believe that true democracy is that the 
masses of the people shall be governed by the con- 
sent ofthe governed. I donot believe in building 
up an education of the few by commencing 
atthe top, I believe that the great masses of the 
people should be educated, and when the intelli. 
gent masses nre educated, we shall always have 
rulers who wili spring from the masses of the peo- 
ple. I believe thatthe perpetuation of civil govern- 
ment in this state depends cn the perpetuation of 
the democratic party and a broad dyfusion of 
knowledge among the masses of the people; there- 
fore, I am opposed to 8 poe epee money tothe 
state university until the public tree schools of this 
State are run five or six months during each year. 
Again, Mr. Chairman, Iam opposed to this bill be- 
cause it makes a specific appropriation for a specific 
purpose from money that is not yet in the treasury, 
nor will be for morethan one year, and because 
it takes from the common fund = and 
puts it where the great masses of the 
people, whom i have the honor to represent, are 
not able to become beneticiaries of it. Mr. Chair~ 
man, how could I consistently vote this appropria- 
tion to the Staie university when there are nearly 
seven thousand children of scholastic age in my 
county who reccive less than one dollar per annum 
per capita from the funds of the state? Some of the 

entlemen who have preceded me say thai it is 

emagoguery to listen to the masses of the people. 
If it is demagoguecry to defend and support what I 
believe to be right then Iam old e.:onugh and my 
shoulders are broad enongh to bear apy accusation 
of this kind thatthe geutlemen may make. Now, 
Mr. Chairman, if the policy of rome of the gentie- 
men who have preceded me has to be carried out in 
this state, that we shall beyin at the top and 
educate the few who are able to 
attend college avd abardon the great masses of 
white people and their ch'Idren—because when we 
appropriate money for common.schools the negro is 
to share part of it—then we abandon the illiterate 
but noble white people to their fate. to grow upand 
become the companions in ignorance as day Jabor- 
ers, With the negro. With this policy you will do 
more to bring avout sccial equality between the 
two races thanall the black republicanism of the 
United States. [Applause.| The negro is here by 
the inexorabie law offate. By forceof arms he has 
been made a citizen, clothed withall political fran- 
chises, and placed amougstus. He is our inferior, 
and we shouid undertake to govern him ina spirit 
of humanity; but because we cannot discriminate in 
levying taxcs, we must not abandon the noble 
white race of our poor people. They must be edu- 
cated, The genticman from DeKalb says that in 
the last twenty-iive years the negro has made 
rapid strides, ajvancing on the whites in civiliza- 
tion, in progress, in edneation and all that it takes 
tomakeacitizen. Mr. Chairman, I want them to 
advaice, but I deny most emphatically, that he 
has made, cr ever will make any rapid strides 
towards overtaking or overcoming the white race 
of thisstate. I believe that the white man is supe- 
rior tothe negro—educated or un -duecated—and I 
believe his superi.r intellect. energy and blood, 
with which God has endowed him, will always 
cause him to distance the Airican race. I believe, 
that as the public school sys'em has displaced the 
private schools, that it. is the duty of thi: state to 
have a free schoolsystem that will give free eduea- 
tion fortive or six inonaths each year tothe white 
children of this state, of the present scholastic 
age, and when this is done, and the great 
masses of the have been = in- 
structed, then sec & great des 
mand for higher education, witiiont appro riating 
money to encouraze it, Mr. Chairman, how could 
anyof my people, who only get forty days tuition 
per annum, ever reach that high standard required 
by the nniversities before they could enter those in- 
stitutions? We must have our free sciiools run long 
enough so thatour people may be educated sufiis 
ciently toappree'ate a higher education, and then 
collee.s and bBigher instiiuiions of learning will 
spring upallover (this beauti‘ul iand. Or will you 
let the masses <0 om, and the meble sons and daugh- 
ters of the furmersofthis great state grow up untu- 
tored, while we appropriate money to rear institu- 
tions of learning in commercial centers, where 
the comes and steeples shall bask in the 
suushine of insulted justice, while the children of 
these people continue to laborand grow in igno- 
rance? | believe that the publie free schools of this 
state Ought to be un-form in every county in the 
state; trat is to say, that the terms of 
the free school sho:.ld be the same all overthe 
state. Under the present diverse system, the com- 
mercial centers where most of the property is lo- 
eated, have special taxes. and the free schools are 
run many months in the year, and there there the 
negroes have congregated and are receiving froin 
five to seven months tree tuition, while the poor boy 
in the country, where property is net so valuable, 
receives two months Instructions. If there could 
be any possible chance for the negro to overtake 
the white race, according to this system, he 
ought to overtake it. All of our prejudices in this 
state, and ourearly training, are against public free 
schools, but the public free school isthe system by 
which the coming generations must be educated, 
and the sooner this great state recognizes this fact, 
and by wise legislation, without exorbitant taxa- 
tion, institutes such a system, the better and hap- 
pier will be our peop'e. 

And now, in conclusion, I desire to say that I 
know that] represent the voice of reven-tenths of 
the masses of the people of this state in easting my 
vote azainsf this appropriation. I cast it without 
prejudice, but with every pulsation of my heart in 
favor of the higher education, but I cast it in justice 
to that class whose lips are sealed aud whose voics 
cannot be heard upon this floor.

THEIR PLACE 


Is the Position of Senator Whitfield—He 
Opposes the Sentiments of Senator Gibbs, 
~—Strother. Maszyangale and Others. 


Senator Gibbs bronght up the emigration 
bill again yesterday by a motion to reconsider the 
ee motion to disagree to the adverse committee 


nibs measure was supported by Senators Boyd 
and Bradwell and opposed by Senators Massengale 
and Whitfield and strother. 

Senator Massengale led off by saying that Georgia, 
one of the most prosperous agricultural states in the 
union, would be¢ome a amines if the negro 
labor was removed. 

“The hegro,”’ said he, “is the bist labor we can 
obtain. We would rather have the negro 
upon the plantations of the south than the 
scum of Europe, It is true that 
the negro has many vices, but with all his faults he 
is the best labor the southern states ever nad. Do 
you not remember, sir, that when the best blood of 

these siates was contending for their rights on the 
field of battle and the wivesanu daughters of the 
soldiers were left absolutely without de‘ense he be- 
came their protector and by his usGbandiniete energy 
made their sustenance. With his ignorance | fear 
him not though bis people become asfjtunumerab e 
asthe sand on the seashore. This is the white 
man's ecu 

“Western emigration agents enticed away tlie la- 
borers on the farms of Norih Carolina and 
made bankrupts of many of those 
farmers and left their ianys a wilderness, 

“*] ama opposcd to it for another reason. It effects 
the very fundamental principles of our government. 
I have no doubt thatthe northern emissarics would 
be wiiling$ that they should emigrate so that we 
might have a swaller reprecentation in the e!ecto- 
ral college. If they should be taken away our 
country. would be deprived of a great force, and for 
one I am not in favor of it. I am for the interests of 
the great state of Georgia.”’ 

Senator Whitfield next claimed the floor in oppo, 
sition to the bill . 

*I cannot consent tosilence,’’ said he, ‘when I 
fee anatiempt to reconsider and passa measure 
that strikes meas being pernicious, In 1876 cer- 
tainly there wag a condition of things that induced 
tie iegislature ‘to enact in its wisdom to pass this 
law whichis sought to be repealed. What -were 
the circumstances ? Were they ‘rifling or did any 
cause exisi? Did nothin ig demand it? Was there 
not a system of 'abor nbout to be materially 
changed? If that necessity for passing the law did 
eXist then, what change has occurred since 1876 
which was not due tothislaw? Isthere any eyi- 
dence that the conditions have changed? If so by 
what chaunel has. it come to the senaie’? I take it 
then that there wassomething at that time that 
made the demand urgent for the , of 
the law. What was it they 
to accomplish? What evil 
resuitif this bill 1s reconsidered and passed? 
act detines an emigrant ageul as ‘ta person engaged 
in hiring laborers in this state to be employed be- 
yond the limiisof thesame. I take it then that 
the legislature intended to give protection to the 
labor system of Georgia, im; osing a tax of $500 for 
every county upon emigrant ageuts for the sole pur- 
rose of protecting a sysem which their preseuce 
soughi to destroy. Then why seek to disturb it by 
removing this tax and allowing any person to 
come here and take, notihe reuse popu'ation, not 
the criminal classes, but to take the true hoxest 
servitors that you nod, Do you want to give li- 
cense to a man to come into your country and hire 
the laboreraway whether white or black and induce 
him to leave a Gontract unfulfilled. 

“Perhaps I will be exciu-abie for saying that Iam 
partialtothem. lTaimairiecndof the negrocs. It 
has been truly said that they are on the soll of 
Georgian not by their own volition, and when they 
are doing their duty I will strike hands with them 
and bid them Godspeed. TI well remember when I 
used to escape from the home circle and go tv tne 
oid mammy’s house. Ihave uvestledin hear bosom 
aud felt her pulation against my cheek, and I 
could not and would not assent tothe proposition 
that when Men .oout at miinight and brutaliy 
chastise innocent negroes that it is ‘just 
in the eyes of God or ofthe people or of the law. 
I condemn it, and I canuot assent to it asa princi- 
ple that the iezsislature ought to put upon them any 
resiraint. Oniy put upon them the same burdens 
of citizenship we have to bear ourselves, and wnen 

e have done that we have doue our wh ole duty. 
Let them assume the duties of citizeuship and hold 
them to it—hold them to it by the firm hand of the 
law, and not by the ruti:less and of vigleuec. 

“f would no t say fora m oment that w he ma man 
assaul’s a membere{ a houschuld in Georgia—when 
the proof is clear and undoubted—that his pun- 
ishment should be anythiug bul death. The sena- 
tor from the itwenty-ighth will not go 
farther upon thet line than I will, butat the same 
time I say let them live here and be producers bere 
and consumers apy unl in doing so they will 
build up the best labor system we ever had, andin 
my humble judgmeut we cannot take their place. 
We can ne te fill their place. We never have been 
qualified by nature, andin my humble opinion we 
never will come to the state where wecan cultivate 
thisiand, Weean’tfind his eguel. It has been 
happily said that there is nothing on God's earth 
tnat will take the place of the negroand the mule 
inthe eotton telt. Try it, senators, one of you, Go 
there and foliow the plow from one fence to 
ihe other from early sunrise until sunset, and see 
how long you willstandif. Lundertake to say 
there is no man in the legislature more ciorely 
identified with the agricultural interest than]. I 
come of an ag ricultural parentage, ail my people 

Thereiore I strike hends with 
them, and aavethiee with them in thefr hours of 
d-stress, In 1870 and in 18¢6-7 I watched the exodus 
to Mississippi and Arkansas. In that state of jeop- 
ardiy and almost anarchy, the planters demand+-d 
the law which was passed in 1876.
